The bill chartering the Richmond
and DManassas Railroad was reported
with the recommendation that it
should not pass, and was made o spee-
inl order for to-day.

My, Mushbach called up the Govern-
or’s veto of the Virginia Transit Com-
pany hill, and moved the passage of the
bill, notwithstanding the Governor's
ohjections. The bill was passed over
the veto by a unanimous vote.

The bill for the relief of R. E. Clay,
of Amelia connty, was also passed over
the Governor's veto by a unanimous
vota,

The Senate committee on finance
held a meeting yesterday morning and
took up House bill to amend the code
in relation to State depositories. Mr.
John 8. Williams, of Richmond, made
a practical tallk in advoeacy of the bill
and State Treasurer Harman opposed
it. Mr. Harman contended that as a
business proposition it was best for the
State’s funds to remain at the capital
rather than to have them scattered
over the State. The bill was tabled by
the committee, but by yote of the Sen-
ate the commitiee was dischuarged, and
the bill was placed on the calendar.

The Senate passed House bills to
create a Board of Excise Commissioners
for Alexandria county; to amend the
road laws of Fairfax county: to amend
the charter of the town of Falls Chureh;

pahannock and Madison Railroad Com-
pany.

In the House Mr. Nicol introduced a
resolution instrucling the committee on
asylums and prisons to inguire and re-
port as {o the advisability of accepting
a donation from Prince William county
of buildings and grounds at Brents-
ville for a reform school to be estab-
lished and maintuined by the State of
Virginia. The buildings and grounds

The House by a vote of 7 to 41 de-
feated the bill providing for correction
of the nssessment of certain lands and
lots., The object of this bill was to af-
ford relief to persons who invested in
lots in the “boom” towns and who still
hold their property.

The Senate resolution providing for
a settlement with West Virginia of the

embalming, from which every person
desiring to practice embalming should
be required to obtain a license, was cn-
grossed, with an amendment which
provides that the provisions of the hill
shall only apply to cities of 5,000 inhab-
itants and over.

Mr, McRae commenced his speech in
favor of his bill to make husband and
wife competent witnesses for and
against each other in certain cases. He
had to suspend his remarks when the
hour arrived for the election of certain
judges and after this matter had been
disposed of a special order was taken
up.

impossible to illuminate the time-piece
satisfactorily, He also introduced a
resolution providing that the work be
done at a cost not exceeding 55,

On motion of Mr. Carlin the letter

My, Carlin, from the committee on
poor, introduced a resolution instruct-
ing the Auditor to issue his warrant
in favor of Mr., Willinm Shock, Over-
seer of Outdoor Poor, for the sum of 375
as extra compensation for increased ser-
vices during the winter months, Mr.

The only
diflerence between the two measures
is, that the one in the City Council will
have to be ratified by the people, while
the bill introduced by Senator Mush-
bach does not provide for this.”

Pust. to wit, the statement that the bill
[ introduced does not provide for the
submission of the matter to the people,
the following section of my bill:

The city couneil shall not
issue any bonds provided for in this act
until it has called a special election for
the purpose, and submitted the question
of issuing the bonds under this act to
the white voters of the city of Alexand-
ria, and the zame ratilied by a majority
of the white voters of the said city vot-
ing at said election. The city council
shall eause a notice of said election to
be published for thirty daysin the news-
papers of the city of Alexandria, and
that the said election shall be eonduet-
ed in the =ame manner as the electior s
for State officers are conducted.” -
